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FREEDOM FROM THE STATUS LINE AND MORE 


If you have a Freedom 50 or aimilar terminal you 
probably have been staring at the glaring status information 
on line 25. Many people still want to know how to get rid of 
it. This is how. Enter the following two characters (no apace 
in between!): ` 


<LCL ESC> g 


To get <LCL ESC> hold the shift key down while hitting 
the ESC key once; now let the shift key go and hit the lower- 
case g. Voila! The atatua line is gone. In case you want it 
back -- but who would want to -- enter: 


<LCL ESC> h 


la somebody looking over your shoulder and you want to 
hide your love letter in progress by erasing the screen? 
Enter: 


«LCL ESC> ; 


When the terminal is logically connected to the computer 
(ON-LINE or Full Duplex Mode) the computer tends to get 
terribly upset when you enter “escape sequences" like <ESC> g 
on the keyboard. Better to keep your converaaion with the 
terminal private by using "local escape sequences” like <LCL 
ESC> g . 


If you want to explore your prívate conversations with 
your terminal further it is convenient to go in OFF-LINE or 
in local mode. This mode is set by entering: 


<LCL ESC> DL 


Local mode means that whatever you enter in the keyboard 
does: not go further than the terminal; it is not sent to the 
computer. Now the terminal is OFF-LINE. The computer won't 
receive anything you send to your terminal from the keyboard. 
Now it is OK to use <ESC> instead of <LCL ESC>. 


Turn to page 34-39 of your Freedom manual and start 
exploring. When you have had enough and want to go ON-LINE 
with the computer again enter: 


<ESC> DF 


Hit RETURN. If CP/M ia running the familiar A> prompt 
will be with you once again. 
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TIPS ON PIP 


The famous CP/M utility PIP can help you to create text 
files without using your word processing program. This is 
particularly useful for the creation of envelopea and labels. 
PIP has many capabilities and features you might not have 
dreamed of. Let's explore a few of then. 


There is an excellently written article in the Kaypro 
magazine PRO/FILES about PIP by Steve McMahon, famed 
librarian of BAKUP, the Kaypro users’ group in the Bay area. 
Here is one dedicated micro afficionado who knows how to 
write simple and clear English, with a nice touch of humor. 
The following article deala with some of Steve's material, 
using a different approach. 


NOTE: If you really want to dig into PIP'a various 
attributes read the book by Digital Research: "An 
introduction to CP/M features and Facilitiea". 


Seat yourself in front of your terminal and try out the 
following examples as we go along. TYPE THEM EXACTLY AS THEY 
APPEAR. MAKE SURE TO ENTER ALL COLONS. 


Load your CP/M disk in drive A: anda floppy with some 
space in drive B:. Let^s create a text file with PIP as if it 
was a (very crude) editor. In the following examples all that 
is underlined is what you type. Everything that ia not 
underlined came from the computer. «CR» means you hit the 
RETURN key. <LF> means you hit the LINE FEED key.

Now type a few lines of text. Terminate each line with 
both a «CR» and a <LF>. To complete the file type  CONTROL-Z 
(depressa the control key while hitting Z once). Now you get 
the A> prompt again &o you will know you are back talking to 
CP/M. MYFILE.TXT ia now stored on your floppy disk on drive B. 


You can display the file on the acreen again by entering 
after the A> prompt:

Notice that PIP works es a conduit for information. 
Information alwaya flows from the right aide of the equal 
sign to the left side of the equal sign:

device. File to file transfer happens when you copy a4 file:

This can serve as a quick way to see if your printer 
works. Or to print an address on an envelope. Or to print a 
few labela. As you will notice as you try this out, the 
printing of each line only happens after you terminate that 
line with a «CR». To atart a new line first go down one line 
by hitting <LF> . 


To return to CP/M type CONTROL-Z. 


If you want to tranafer many files with similar file 
narea, use the ambiguous file name feature. Rather than 
MYFILE.TXT you would type *.TXT to refer to all files with 
the extension TXT. When you aay *.* then PIP will understand 
that you mean to have all filea (with any name and any 
extension) transferred. 


PIP alao has helpful parameters. You add those 
parameters to the end of the command line between ([] square. 
brackets. Be aure the first square bracket follows the last 
character of the file name or extenaion. No apaces in 
between! 


Sey you want to print out a file with line numbers added 
to the beginning of each line. Legal people seem to love that 
for some reason. 


AVE. TA Oe ume aan ae ie cma Wem em eum a a mo m amn 


Now you want to add the feature that will send a 
FORMFEED control character to the printer every 55 lines 
(p55). You alao want to chop off lengthy lines after column 
72 (d72). In addition, you want each tab character in the 
file to be printed as 8 spaces (t8). No, let’s make that 5 
apaces (OK, t5). And, oh yea, let's have line numbering too, 
please (n). This ia what you enter in the keyboard: 


pe 22222—22222 


It does not matter in which sequence the parameters 
appear, because PIP ia smart and can aort it all out with 
ease and grace. PIP and CP/M don’t mind whether you are using 
capa or lower case, its the same to then. 


By the way, when copying filea with PIP it ia a good 
idea to verify the tranafer (to check if it all came accross 
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allright) by adding (vl, the verify parameter: 


2222222222 


Whenever PIP has executed command lines aa given in the 
examples above it will return you to CP/M. What if you want 
to stay in conversation with PIP a little longer? Use the 
"interactive mode"! After you execute PIP aa ahown below 
(without anything after the word PIP) PIP will offer you ita 
own prompt: aœ , the asteriak. This is to remind you that you 
are talking with PIP ( * ) and not with CP/M ( A> )d. 
Remember, if you want to end the conversation with PIP you 
type CONTROL-2. Here we go: 


A>PIP «CR? 


EA AA ADA 


Goodnight, PIP, so wonderful to talk to you.<CR><LF> 
I am going to sign off now, talk to you later.<CR><LF> 


A> 


You’re on your way now. Have fun. Read that article. 


FURTHER ADVENTURES WITH MODEM7 by Sypko Andreae 


If you call the BAMDUA number (415) 658-0152 end it is 
busy, chances are it is doing modem service. You can send 
your newsletter articles over the modem by appointment (we 
don’t have a RCPM yet). You can also send Library 
contributions over the modem. However, when your files total 
over 32kB please revert to the mailed floppy. At 300 Baud it 
just takes too long. See story at the end of this article. 


Are you ready? All you need ía the simplest of modens 
and a modem program that will work on the Morrow computer. 
Any of the versions on the first BAMDUA Library diakette will 
do. Here ia what you do to get files to BAMDUA: 


~ Call (415) 658-0152 and make an appointment. Agree on: 


- Baud rate to be used (300 and 1200 available) 

- What MODEM PROGRAM to uae 

- Start time of the transmission ("in 3 minutes”) 
- File name (atate length of file) 

- Batch or non-batch mode 

- What to do when thinga go wrong 


- Hang up; go to your computer; run MDM7UDEC or cousin. 
When you want to send one file tell the MODEM7 menu: 


SB:YOURFILE.TXT <RETURN> 
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Call 658-0152 again. It rings a few times, then you 
hear a long beep tone. If your modem is doing the proper 
thing you will hear another long beep. At the other end the 
BAMDUA’s console has been patiently displaying: “AWAITING # 
01", etc., while you were frentically trying to get ready. 


If all goes well, the two modem programs atart their 
handshaking and soon your file ia on its way to BAMDUA. You 
can watch ita progress by the little messages that flash on 
your screen every 3 seconds or so: “SENDING  1F", etc. When 
the file ia completely transferred you will see a message to 
that effect, and you can hang up. 


If you want to send a bevy of files, for instence all 
the filea on drive B: with extenaion .ART (for article!) the 
do: 


SB B:*.ART «RETURN»? 


The B after the S of "send" atanda for "batch". You will 
eee each file name announced as it is being readied for 
transfer. 


Do you need an auto-dialing modem for thia? No, manual 
is fine. Do you need an auto-answering modem for this? No, 
but BAMDUA does and happens to have one. Accoustic modem OK? 
Sure, but turn the kids low or off during file transfer. 


Did you read the MODEM 
documentation on BAMDUA Volume 
# 1? If only every hacker 
could write English for 
consumption of human beings! 
Try to get hold of the 
excellent article on  MODEM7 
and ita hundreda of versions 
in issue # 3 of the bi-monthly 
magazine “USERS’ GUIDE TO 
CP/M" (P.Q. Box 3050, 
Stanford, CA 94305, or call 
(415) 851-4836). The name of 
the article by Kelly Smith and 
Tony Bove is “DOWNLOADING FROM 
RCPM SYSTEMS". A very 
informative and clearly 
written article on how to use 
MODEM7 to talk to Remote CP/M 
(RCPM) and Computerized 
Bulletin Board Systema (CBBS). 
If you know of any other crisp 
and clear artíclea about modema drop BAMDUA a note and we'll 
list them in the next newsletter. Many people need to 
understand how to work with these modulator-demodulator 
devices. 
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Before you buy a modem check with members of the users 
group. To try to understand all the different features you 
need ia confusing to most of us and aales people will 
overload you with feature requirements that may not exist. 
Perhaps you may be able to hitch on to a good deal, but talk 
to several people first. (In this iasue is an updated list of 
people on the “Mutual phone support" network; use it.  Alao, 
check out the article on the Businesa Computer Network. Ed.) 


Now our war story: The other night Dan Robinson called 
up to transfer a file to BAMDUA. Inexperienced as we both 
were, we did not make any of the proper agreements outlined 
above, but just decided to wing it. Everything started out 
fine. After doing the dishes I checked -- our computers were 
still at it! Could anything be wrong? It had been nearly half 
en hour. I went to another phone to call Dan, but hia line 
was busy. Damn! Oh, of course ... 


What if it was just looping or something, trying to 
transmit te same block over and over again? Should I break it 
off? But that would be a terrible thing to do if all is OK 
but it ia just a very long file.... 


The thought of having to atart the transfer all over 
again kept me from boing anything drastic. But after 45 
minutes I got out my calculator. 300 Baud is about 27 
characters per second. That means 96kB in an hour! What file 
ia thia? 


It was late and I went to bed. Just when I turned off 
the light something aaid "BEEP" in the back of the house 
where the computer lives. Curiosity got the better of me and 
I went to check:  "TRANSFERR COMPLETED" the console beamed 
proudly in the dark. It waa the longeat assembly aource file 
I had ever seen on a Micro, weighing in at  97kB! 


Then I learned to ask firat: “How long is your file?" 
before agreeing to a modem transfer. Dan in the mean time had 
gone to find a second phone; tried to call me but had the 
phone number wrong. So much for good preparation at what 
first seemed auch a simple time saving activity. 


THE PIGGY-BANK (tm) RAMDISK FROM E-SYSTEMS 


What ia a RAMDISK? Something that can in a way act es a 
very fast floppy drive, but it ie not a floppy drive at all. 


The RAM disk operates three to 20 times faster than an 
actual disk because there are no moving (floppy disk) parte. 
For those who are primarily involved with heavy-duty word 
processing, a RAM diak can eliminate delays. Every time you 
hit a key, you get an immediate result. 
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Since the RAM disk ta interfaced to the computer in the 
same way an actual drive is, the computer is "bluffed" into 
thinking it has another disk drive. 


E-Syatems of Berkeley has made a 384k bytes RAM device 
that can be used as a RAM disk or as bank-swítched memory or 
both. The bank-switching feature of PIGGY-BANK(tm) works only 
if you have a veraion of CP/M that ia capable of doing the 
actual bank-switching, like CP/M* (CP/M 3.0). Most of us have 
CP/M 2.2 . l 


If you have the proper CP/M you can, for inatance, add 
an extra 64kB to your overall memory space, while using the 
remaining 320kB as a RAM disk. Having both featurea in use at 
the same time is kind of a rareity. 


It ia called PIGGY-BANK(ta) because the 384kB bank of 
memory with its control logic fite on a board which rides 
piggy-back on the computer board of the Morrow Micro 
Decision, that is: You mount it sort of on top of it. 


That ia the trick they use to get around the lack of 
expandability inherent to the Morrow MDa. The manufacturers 
claim that the whole thing can be inatalled by the user in 
lesa than 30 minutes. There is a small manual available to 
tell you every move you should make, acrew by screw. You may 
be able to obtain a copy of those instructions before you 
buy. It also offers some explanation about how it works. 


NOTE: Back up everything from the raadiak that you want 
to keep before you turn the power off, or all your ramdisk 
etored files are gone (silently). Use the CP/M DIR command 
to find out if your files are being temporarily stored on the 
RAM disk. 


E-Syatema offers BAMDUA a discount of 20% off the 
current list price of $795 if six BAMDUA members order at one 
time. Call E-Syatems for more information et (415) 486-0686. 
Then drop a note to BAMDUA if you get really interested. If 
we get six people together we will coordinate an order.

THE BUSINESS COMPUTER NETWORK (BCN) 


Business Computer Network or BCN ia a way to explore and 
use all the famoua data bases and networka at reduced rates 
via local (uplink) phone numbera. To get the smoothest use 
out of BCN you need a modem with the "auto-dial" feature. A 
Hayes Smartmodem II ia more than adequate to do the job. 


What ia an auto-dial modem? It ia a modem that allows 
you to dial out using your keyboard or by means of a progranm 
you run in your computer. That ia what BCN does, it diala all 
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` 


the proper numbera for you. To help you get an auto-dialing 
modem cheap you can mailorder a Signalman VII from them for 
about #8100. 


You start by applying for BCN 
membership (about 85/month) from your 
keyboard. After you boot up the floppy 
end run BCN, it somehow knows you are new 
and asks you if you care to join. If you 
do, you apply right then. The second you 
are through applying, the BCN program 
atart calling out and tella the Wyoming 
office they have a new member! Then they 
check if your Master Charge card is for 
real. If so, you are in business. Look, 
Mom, no papera!

FILE TRANSFER BETWEEN DIFFERENT MACHINES 


Every Micro computer, even though they may use the same 
S" floppies, pridesa itself on ita own unique diak format. The 
result ia that it’s hard to tranafer filea from one machine 
to another. True, you can uae modema but at 300 Baud that is 
20 minutes for every 32kB of file -- unpractical for long 
files. 


Our Kaypro frienda can use a program called UNIFORM. 
Running on the Kaypro II (and IV and 10, I believe) it can 
make the B: drive operate as if it was drive for another 
computer. There is currently a choice of 14 computers the 
Kaypro can communicate with including Morrow SSDD, IBM PC 
CP/M-86 SSDD, OSBORNE, DEC VT180, TRS-80 Mod I, etc. 


Wouldn't you wish we had a UNIFORM for the  Morrowa? 
Well, it is coming in an expanded (22-computer) version. We 
talked to the manufacturers, Micro Solutiona in DeKalb, IL. 
There is a possibility of a special introductory deal for our 
usera’ group. If enough people sign up, we can get the 
software plus a tiny manual for a little more than half 
price. 


We will do this only once! Your cost will be $ 30 or 
lesa. If you are intereated, reserve a copy by mailing a 330 
check to BAMDUA. Include a note that says what the check’s 
for. The check will not be cashed untill the deal is made 
(early November). If it falla through or it takea too long 
we^ll mail back your check. 


A DREAM TODAY COULD BE A PIPELINE TO MORROW

PLANS FOR A CONSULTANT REFERRAL AND HOT-LINE SERVICE 


During the last meeting some people brought up the idea 
of shared computer (hardware and software)  conaultenta. At 
least one person feit that he would pay a much higher 
membership fee if auch a service was available through BAMDUA. 


There are some thinga to keep in mind -- BAMDUA was aet 
up on the basis of low expenae for ita membership. But it ia 
possible to inatitute some referral and hot-line service for 
those who want to pay for it on a contract beais. 


We have been trying to discuss the idea with two local 
conaultanta aasociationa in the Bay Area. Perhapa we could 
develop a procedure whereby "hot-line" members can call an 
anawering aervice set up by a group of conaultanta. 


A person on the other end would match a caller to a 
consultant.  "Hot-line" members could be entitled to, aay, 10 
calla per month for a basic "hot-line" membership fee. If the 
quota of calls in a given month ia not used up, call-unitsa 
could accumulate to be used in the next month and ao forth. 


A phone call from consultant to client could be limited 
to 10 minutes. If more extensive help ia needed, client and 
consultant could negotiate a private arrangement outside of 
the "hot-line" procedure. 


Anyone interested in helping to develop this idea? It 
could be extremely useful to some, moderately useful to many, 
both clienta and consultants. If you know of any more 
consultants associations than the ones publicized in the bi- 
weekly “Computer Classifieds" let ua know. We need to define: 


o Who would administer the service? 
o How much would it cost?
